The State Health Insur¬ 
ance Assistance Program 
(SHIP) provides free unbi¬ 
ased information, counseling, 
and enrollment assistance. 

There are 2 main ways 
to get Medicare. 

Original Medicare con¬ 
sists of Part A (Hospital) 
and Part B (Medical) which 
are provided by the federal 
government. You can also 
choose a Medicare Replace¬ 
ment plan, also known as 
Part C or Advantage Plans.

With Original Medi¬ 
care you’ll pay a share of 
the costs.

SHIP coun¬ 
selors are able to assist with 
applications for financial 
assistance programs such 
as the Low Income Subsidy

Medicare supplemen¬ 
tal policies, also known as 
Medigap policies, pay all 
or some of the remaining 
portion for which you are 
responsible. Supplemental 
plans can help with coinsur¬ 
ances, deductibles, and other 
expenses not covered by 
Original Medicare. 

Prescription drug cov¬ 
erage (Part D) helps with 
prescription drug costs. 
You can enroll in a stand¬ 
alone Part D plan to accom¬ 
pany your Original Medi¬ 
care coverage. If you have a 
Medicare Replacement plan

Howdy Folks! Warmer 
weather is upon us and the 
growing season is kicking 
into high gear but it’s not only 
plants and vegetation that is 
growing! Yard sale signs have 
begun popping up on poles, 
posts and some are especial¬ 
ly hardy as the free-standing 
variety. Unfortunately, they 
have a short life span and wilt 
rather quickly leaving limp 
cardboard as a testimony to 
the once anticipated big event! 
These lovingly hand-crafted 
signs blossomed quickly and 
led bargain seekers to the un¬ 
known but sought-after trea¬ 
sures, only to be left hanging 
and forgotten! These careful¬ 
ly worded signs become un¬ 
sightly distractions as the ele¬ 
ments of rain and wind batter 
and tear them apart, tossing 
them on the ground as lowly 
pieces of litter! We love yard 
sales and appreciate the fact 
that these weekend events 
create the best outlet for ‘re¬ 
using’ and even ‘repurposing’ 
many items! Yard sales, thrift 
stores, consignment shops, 
Goodwill, flea markets, etc. 
all opportunities for al- 


are 


ternate places to shop, not 
only for a bargain to conserve 
finances, but they also help 
conserve natural resources! If 
you are fortunate to cultivate a 
yard sale sign, please be sure 
to ‘pick’ it in its prime before 
it becomes another ugly piece 
of litter! 

Litter doesn’t have a spe¬ 
cific growing season; it seems 
to be of the coniferous family, 
remaining alive and active 
year ‘round! As stated in the 
past, litter sprouts from inten¬ 
tionally throwing something 
out a vehicle or unintention¬ 
ally littering when something 
blows out of a truck bed or 
when trash cans are knocked 
over before or during trash 
pickup. Rumpke will accept 
six bags or six cans per week 
per customer or a combina¬ 
tion of the two, but Bracken 
County’s Solid Waste Ordi¬ 
nance actually states that lid¬ 
ded cans are to be used for 
trash pickup. Lidded cans are 


really the better option to pre¬ 
vent bags being ripped apart 
by animals be they domestic 
or wild. Ordinance #87-002 
describes in Section 2 the 
requirements for containers 
used for storage of waste, the 
manner of storage for solid 
waste and the standards for 
the storage containers. 

Basically this ordinance 
is telling us that citizens need 
to provide sufficient and ad¬ 
equate containers for the stor¬ 
age of normal solid waste and 
to maintain those containers at 
all times in good repair. Not 
only is it required that the con¬ 
tainers be kept in good condi¬ 
tion, but “the area surrounding 
them needs to be maintained 
in a clean, neat and sanitary 
condition at all times so that 
it will not provide harborage 
to rodents, vermin and will 
not create a fire hazard. The 
storage container itself should 
not be more than 35 gallons, 
not less than 10 gallons and 
be leak proof, waterproof and 
fitted with a fly-tight lid. It 
shall be properly covered at 
all times except when deposit¬ 
ing waste therein or removing 
the contents thereof. Disposal 
solid waste containers with 
suitable frames or containers 
as approved by the (Director) 
may also be used for storage 
of residential solid waste”. If 
these explanations raise more 
questions than provide you 
with answers, please give us 
a call and we will try to the 
best of our abilities to get the 
correct answer! 

With all this litter talk, 
we need to think about ex¬ 
pending the remaining 2017 
Litter Abatement Funds. With 
less than one-half of this grant 
left, we will probably conduct 
one more road clean this fall. 
For those of you who are in¬ 
tentional or unintentional lit- 
terbugs, please reconsider 
and don’t litter! For everyone, 
please RECYCLE, REUSE 
and REDUCE to keep God’s 
earth clean, green and beauti¬ 
ful!

Temperatures are on the 
rise this week and KSP is 
warning parents not to leave 
a child alone in a hot car. 
It may seem like common 
sense, but every year law 
enforcement agencies an¬ 
swer calls about unattended 
children in vehicles. Kid- 
sandCars.org reports that 39 
children died in the U.S. dur¬ 
ing 2016 from vehicular heat 
stroke with 11 deaths already 
in 2017. 

KSP spokesman Lt. Mi¬ 
chael Webb says vehicle heat 
stroke is often misunder¬ 
stood by the general public. 
A majority of parents are 
misinformed and would like 
to believe that they could 
never ‘forget’ their child in a 
vehicle. 

“The most dangerous 
mistake a parent can make is 
to think leaving a child alone 
in their car could never hap¬ 
pen to them,” says Webb. 
“In these fast-paced times, it 
is easy for parents to get dis¬ 
tracted and forget their child 
is in the car with them.” 

Webb advised that the 
interior of a car heats up very 
quickly and temperatures in¬ 
side can reach 125 degrees in 
minutes. 

“A child’s body heats up 
three to five times faster than 
that of an adult,” adds Webb. 
“The temperature inside a 
car can rise 19 degrees in 10 
minutes. Together, this can 
be deadly in a very short pe¬ 
riod of time.” 

Webb says another com¬ 
ponent to these tragic deaths 
is the genuine curiosity of a 
child. Far too often, a child 
will be outside playing and 
end up in a car, locking them¬ 
selves inside of the vehicle. 

“A child will climb into 
a vehicle to play and is over¬ 
come with hear, becoming 
disoriented and unable to get 



out,” adds Webb. “In extreme 
summer heat, a child can be¬ 
come incapacitated in a very 
short time.” 

“Tragically, about 33 
percent of children who die 
in hot cars entered the ve¬ 
hicle on their own while left 
unattended,” he says. 

In2000, Kentucky passed 
“Bryan’s Law,” which makes 
a person liable for second- 
degree manslaughter or first- 
degree wanton endangerment 
for leaving a child younger 
than eight years of age in a 
motor vehicle where circum¬ 
stances pose a grave risk of 
death. The law was named 
after 11-month old Bryan 
Puckett, who died July 13, 
1999 after being left in a hot 
car by his babysitter. 

Webb offers the follow¬ 
ing safety tips: 

• Never leave a child in 
an unattended car, even with 
the windows down. 

• Be sure that all occu¬ 
pants leave the vehicle when 
unloading. Don’t overlook 
sleeping babies. 

• Always lock your car. If 
a child is missing, check the 
car first, including the trunk. 
Teach your children that ve¬ 
hicles are never to be used as 
a play area. 

• Keep a stuffed animal 
in the car seat and when the 
child is put in the seat place 
the animal in the front with 
the driver as a reminder. 

• Place your purse or 
briefcase in the back seat as a 
reminder that you have your 
child in the car. 

• Make Took before you 
leave’ a routine whenever 
you get out of the car. 

Webb says while a per¬ 
son will face criminal charg¬ 
es for leaving a child in a car, 
the pain and guilt from mak¬ 
ing such a mistake will last 
far longer. 

KSP asks citizens to keep 
an eye out for children left in 
vehicles on hot days and to 
call 911 if they think the oc¬ 
cupant is in danger.

Encourage your young 
angler’s growing 
interest this summer 

If free fishing weekend 
was a homerun with your 
kiddos, you might be won¬ 
dering about how to keep the 
momentum going throughout 
the summer. 

Take a cue from them: 
keep it fun. 

Does this mean they need 
to catch a fish or get a bite 
every cast? Not necessarily. 
Fun can be wading a creek 
or floating down one for the 
first time in a canoe or kayak. 
Fun can be seeing how many 
different species of fish you 
can catch or how many fish¬ 
ing holes you can visit this 
summer. Fun can be catching 
your own live bait then using 
it to catch dinner. 

Fun does not have to be 
complicated, but finding the 
time can be for grown-ups. 

A memorable fishing trip 
does not require an entire 
day. Take off after work with 
your new fishing buddy and 
fish until dusk, or rise early 
and fish until mid-morning. 

You probably have an 
idea about where to go, but 
lay out the options and let 
your young angler make the 
final decision. They will ap¬ 
preciate being involved in the 
process. 

“Offer your suggestions 
but don’t be too pushy,” said 
Easton Copley, aquatic edu¬ 
cation program coordinator 
with the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. 

Farm ponds and Fish¬ 
ing in Neighborhoods (FINs) 
lakes are excellent options. 
The odds of catching fish 


consistently can be better in 
these smaller bodies of wa¬ 
ter. 

The FINs program in¬ 
cludes 43 locations across 
Kentucky and each is stocked 
throughout the year. Hybrid 
sunfish have been stocked in 
almost two dozen FINs lakes 
in recent days. Channel cat¬ 
fish were stocked in many 
last month. 

Streams are another good 
option. 

“In the creek, you’re al¬ 
ways moving,” said Mike 
Hardin, assistant Fisher¬ 
ies Division director for 
Kentucky Fish and Wild¬ 
life. “There’s always some¬ 
thing new around the bend. 
If you’re in the shallows, 
you’re seeing minnows. If 
you’re up in the shoal, you’ll 
see crawdads. As you wade, 
you can see fish dart by. You 
can catch a lot of fish. They 
can always take a friend and 
all of you can just go to the 
creek and they find their own 
fun.” 

Kids love to play in the 
dirt and splash in the water. 
Teach them about how easy 
and fun it can be to do both 
by catching their own live 
bait. 


Worms appeal to just 
about every game fish spe¬ 
cies and it’s a fairly easy 
activity for a young angler 
to collect plenty for a day 
trip. Observe a driveway or 
sidewalk after a rain shower. 
Along with gardens, compost 
piles and areas where the soil 
stays moist and cool, these 
spots can yield a bonanza of 
live bait. 

Like worms, crayfish 
make great live bait, es¬ 
pecially in waters holding 
smallmouth bass. 

“If you’re going to look 
for crawdads in a large creek, 
look for backwater areas or 
areas with isolated, ponded 
water that’s not really flow¬ 
ing,” Hardin said. “You can 
flip rocks over there and the 
crayfish are easier to catch.” 

Don’t forget about the 
pincers. Pick up a crayfish on 
either side of its midsection - 
behind the head and pincers 
- with your thumb and index 
finger. Crayfish are hearty 
and do fine kept in a small 
bait bucket filled with wa¬ 
ter. Hook them through the 
underside of the tail with an 
Octopus hook and fish them 
weightless or with a pinch 
weight. 


“When you cast them in 
swift water, they swim a lit¬ 
tle bit and you can feel them 
thump. When you feel that 
thump, smallmouth just come 
to it,” Hardin said. “When 
there’s no more thump, and 
you feel that steady pull on it, 
you’ve got one.” 

A good starter set-up for 
a young angler is simple - a 
spincast reel spooled with 4- 
pound clear monofilament 
line threaded through the 
guides of a 5-foot or shorter 
rod. Thread a worm onto an 
Aberdeen hook, apply a small 
splitshot to the line beneath a 
bobber and they’re ready to 
catch fish. 

Once they’ve got a han¬ 
dle on how to operate the 
basic setup, they may want 
to try different equipment or 
presentations. 

Few things in fishing are 
more exciting than watching 
a fish crash a topwater lure. 
To assemble an easy and pro¬ 
ductive summertime topwater 
presentation for panfish and 
bass, thread the line through 
a clear casting bobber and 
attach a small swivel to the 
main line. To the swivel, tie a 
12- to 18-inch monofilament 
leader. Tie a foam spider or 
popper fly to the other end. 

You will not want to for¬ 
get your young angler’s ex¬ 
periences and development, 
so consider keeping a sum¬ 
mer scrapbook or get them 
in the habit of documenting 
their fishing adventures in a 
journal. These will become 
treasured keepsakes for years 
to come and imagine how 
impressed their teachers will 
be when the new school year 
starts. 

Note the date and loca¬ 
tion of each outing. Include 
photographs of fish caught 
and a description of the trip. 
Keep a log of how many spe¬ 
cies of fish were caught by 
your young angler over the 
summer. 

“A sticker chart would be 
cool, too,” Copley said. 

Measure and photograph 
the biggest fish. They may 
qualify your angler for Ken¬ 
tucky Fish and Wildlife’s 
trophy fish program. Anglers 
who catch a qualifying fish 
by pole or line can receive a 
trophy fish pin. Learn more 
about the program on the de¬ 
partment’s website at fw.ky. 
gov.

The recommended rate of 
consumption is 3 oz/head/ 
day. It is recommended to 
feed this mineral until the 
end of Dec. at which time we 
will switch over to a High 
Magnesium Mineral. In ad¬ 
dition to the regular mineral, 
you can also order mineral 
formulated with IGR Lar- 
vacide to control flies for an 
additional cost. For price in¬ 
formation, call our office. If 
you wish to place an order, 
calculate the total number of 
pounds for 180 days, and call 
the office with your order.

Spring allergies

Spring is a time for re¬ 
newal, but if you suffer from 
seasonal allergies this renew¬ 
al can make this time of year 
miserable. 

Hay fever, also called 
allergic rhinitis, starts with 
cold-like symptoms. Un¬ 
like a cold that goes away in 
seven to 10 days, an allergic 
reaction tends to linger until 
its source is identified and 
treated or no longer present. 
One of the most common 
causes of allergies during the 
spring is high pollen counts. 
Depending upon the type of 
pollen you are allergic to, 
this could happen at various 
points in the season. Differ¬ 
ent types of pollen peak at 
different times. 

To reduce your exposure 
to pollen, monitor local pol¬ 
len counts and take necessary 
precautions when the type 
of pollen you are allergic to 
is high. Precautions can in¬ 
clude such things as starting 
to take allergy medicines or 
closing the windows in your 
home at night, as well as the 
following: 

• Stay inside on dry, 
windy days. 

• Change your clothes 
and shower after being out¬ 
side to remove pollen. 

• Do not hang laundry 
outside. 

• Avoid being outdoors 
in the morning, when pollen 
counts are the highest. 


• Use air conditioning to 
cool your house or car. 

• Vacuum your floors of¬ 
ten. 

Seasonal allergies can 
develop at any time during 
your life and are not neces¬ 
sarily something you are 
born with. Sometimes signs 
of allergies aren’t straight¬ 
forward, as it can be hard to 
distinguish an allergy from 
the common cold. This is es¬ 
pecially true with children. 
If you or your child has cold 
symptoms that last more than 
a week or seem to occur at 
the same time every year, you 
may want to talk with your 
health care provider about it.

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Kentucky Battlefield Scores 
Major Artifact Acquisition 


A significant Kentucky 
battlefield recently acquired 
an artifact directly related to 
one of the commanders at 
their battle. 

Officials with the Battle 
of Richmond found and pur¬ 
chased the Major General’s 
commission of William 
“Bull” Nelson, the overall 
Union commander at the Bat¬ 
tle of Richmond. 

“We were actually looking 
for something else when this 
piece came up in a search,” 
said Phillip Seyftit, Rich¬ 
mond Battlefield Superinten¬ 
dent. “It was the proverbial 
needle in a haystack.” Seyfrit 
added, “The commission was 
part of an auction two years 
ago and didn’t sell, which was 
extremely fortunate for us.” 

The commission is dated 
July 15, 1862, and features 
the complete signatures of 
then President Abraham Lin¬ 
coln, Secretary of War Edwin 
Stanton and Adjutant General 
Lorenzo Thomas. The 14” by 
19” document is printed on 
vellum, which is treated calf¬ 
skin and is similar to parch¬ 
ment. 

William “Bull” Nel¬ 
son was born on Septem¬ 
ber 27,1828, in Washington 
(Mason County), Kentucky. 
He attended the U.S. Naval 
Academy and at the outbreak 
of the Civil War was trans¬ 
ferred to the U.S. Army pri¬ 
marily due to his Kentucky 
connections. 

Nelson established Camp 
Dick Robinson in Garrard 
County, Kentucky during the 
summer of 1861. Named a 


Brigadier General, he went 
on to command Union troops 
at the battles of Ivy Mountain 
(Ky.), Shiloh and Corinth, 
Mississippi. 

Nelson returned to Ken¬ 
tucky in the summer of 1862 
to help thwart a Confederate 
advance into the common¬ 
wealth. His inexperienced 
force was completely deci¬ 
mated at the Battle of Rich¬ 
mond on August 29 & 30, 
1862. Nelson was wounded 
but alluded capture by the 
victorious Confederates. 
Richmond was the only bat¬ 
tle Nelson fought as a Major 
General. 

Nelson was shot and 
killed by fellow Union gener¬ 
al Jefferson C. Davis on Sep¬ 
tember 29, 1862, in Louis¬ 
ville, Kentucky. His remains 
were eventually returned to 
Maysville, Kentucky, for 
burial. Davis, no relation to 
the Confederate president Jef¬ 
ferson Davis, was charged but 
never tried for the murder. 

After some minor conser¬ 
vation and framing, the com¬ 
mission will be on display at 
the Battle of Richmond Visi¬ 
tors Center. 

The Battle of Richmond 
Association is currently ac¬ 
cepting donations to pur¬ 
chase the commission from 
a local benefactor.

as it prepares to welcome students 


During the past 30 years, 
The Kentucky Center Gov¬ 
ernor’s School for the Arts 
(GSA) has transformed the 
state’s most creative young 
minds into professionals on 
track for future success. The 
three-week residential sum¬ 
mer program takes place at 
Centre College in Danville 
and is offered to more than 
250 exemplary Kentucky high 
school students with an inter¬ 
est in one of the nine disci¬ 
plines that GSA offers. Those 
with a passion for architecture 
and design, creative writing, 
dance, drama, film and pho¬ 
tography, instrumental music, 
musical theatre, visual art and 
vocal music are encouraged 
to apply to the program to ex¬ 
pand their skillset and reach 
beyond the confines of a tradi¬ 
tional high school classroom. 

Over the summer, these 
students work with profes¬ 
sional teaching artists and 
GSA alumni to illuminate 
their abilities as artists and 
master qualities that will ben¬ 
efit Kentucky for years to 
come. With more than 5,700 
alumni, GSA connects these 
young adults to an immense 
network of friendly faces 
and resources. Alumni of¬ 
ten return to assist in student 
instruction and exploration, 
including GSA director Nick 
Covault, graduating class of 
2002. Covault studied vocal 
music during his time in the 
immersive summer program 
and used this momentum to 
steer his life towards success, 
as he is the first graduate to 
serve as director of GSA. 

Covault isn’t the only 
graduate to remain connected 
to the program. Kentucky 
Center president Kim Baker 
was a part of the original GSA 
class of 1987 where she stud¬ 
ied instrumental music. 

“GSA helped set me on a 
lifelong journey,” Baker said. 
“It provided an outlet to share 
my passion and provided ac¬ 


cess to a career path that now 
gives me the opportunity to 
open doors to life-changing, 
transformative experiences 
for others.” 

The prosperous futures 
of GSA alumni are not lim¬ 
ited to Kentucky or academia. 
Kevin Olusola, member of the 
world-famous and Grammy- 
winning acapella group Penta- 
tonix , got his start with GSA. 
Brooklyn-based illustrator 
and GSA alumnus Ben Wise¬ 
man’s artwork has been fea¬ 
tured on numerous magazine 
covers, including TIME and 
Newsweek. Louisville-native 
Alaina Mills was a member 
of the 2005 graduating class 
where she devoted herself to 
acting and dancing, and now 
Mills tours the country with 
the production of “Beautiful 

- The Carole King Musical.” 
These graduates, as well as 
Baker and Covault, are col¬ 
laborating to create what 
Baker calls “a lasting impact 
on the lives of individuals as 
well as our entire community, 
for generations to come.” 

Impacts that the GSA 
classes have on the world 
stretch far beyond the arts 
community, and the bar for 
these students is set quite high. 
The program has become a 
jumping-off point for those 
with talents in law, account¬ 
ing and even those who’ve 
devoted their lives to the field 
of medicine. William Gump 
(1989, Creative Writing) is 
a pediatric neurosurgeon for 
Norton Healthcare, using the 
softer skills GSA gave him, 
such as critical observation 
and adaptability, in his diffi¬ 
cult line of work. 

In late June, the student- 
artists will gather, coming 
from every corner of the state 

- 47 counties represented in 
all. For weeks, they will be 
immersed in a rigorous sched¬ 
ule of daily seminars, master¬ 
classes, lectures, hands-on 
workshops and field trips to 


regional arts attractions - so 
that when they graduate, GSA 
will leave them better ac¬ 
quainted with their own tal¬ 
ents, better prepared for the 
professional world and capa¬ 
ble of representing Kentucky 
proudly, as so many GSA art¬ 
ists have done before. 

A typical day for the stu¬ 
dents can consist of several 


hours of studio time, immer¬ 
sive workshops and/or spe¬ 
cial events such as college 
fairs and field trips. The teens 
frequently meet with alumni 
and local artists to get advice 
on future endeavors and on 
other days, are able to travel 
the state to experience attrac¬ 
tions of artistic nature such 
as the Speed Art Museum in 
Louisville or a listening tour 
with the Kentucky Historical 


Society. The whole experi¬ 
ence wraps up with the excit¬ 
ing Final Day Festival where 
the new graduates will be able 
to celebrate what they have 
learned and how they plan to 
apply their new skills as they 
go forward in their lives. 

The possibilities for these 
esteemed students are endless. 
The benefits that stem from 
GSA involvement will last 
far beyond those three weeks. 


They will be able to apply the 
skills and knowledge they 
gained for the rest of their 
lives, whether they continue 
down an artistic path or not. 
The Governor’s School for 
the Arts summer program is a 
once-in-a-lifetime experience 
and as Covault said, “Accep¬ 
tance into GSA is a high hon¬ 
or and accomplishment that 
should make parents, teachers 
and communities proud.”

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Who are CASA Volunteers? 

CASA Volunteers are EVERYDAY PEOPLE who care about children! A volunteer 
must be at least 21 years of age, pass a criminal background check and have a high 
school diploma and/or GED. Volunteers of the CASA Program for Bracken, Flem¬ 
ing, and Mason Counties, Inc. are compassionate, objective, self-motivated individu¬ 
als from our community who are trained to speak on behalf of abused and neglected 
children. They come from all walks of life and a variety of professional, educational 
and ethnic backgrounds. Many volunteers work full-time, but others work part-time, 
stay at home or are retired. All are passionate and committed to helping abused and 
neglected children. 




What are the roles of a CASA Volunteer? 

Volunteers are officers of the court. They serve as an extra pair of “eyes and 
ears” for the District Judge in child abuse and neglect cases. CASAs meet with 
the child on their case and independently gather information from others who 
are involved in that child’s life. This includes researching each child’s situation 
and making objective recommendations. CASA volunteers are frequently the one 
constant person in the child’s life as they navigate the foster care system. The 
volunteer’s sole objective is to represent the best interests of the child.
